Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Examiner cannot tell from patents nor applicant's specification 
what the electrophoretic mobility of the inorganic particles of each of the Sole references would be under the unknown 
pH and unknown ionic strength of the claimed "standard KCI solution". It is therefore unclear to the examiner what the 
surface condition of the inorganic particles of the patentees would be under the instantly claimed condition. For 
example it is possible that the silver metal could form oxide particles with negatively charged surfaces and therefore 
migrate to the right side. It is also conceivable that they could ionize to the 2+ cationic state and migrate to the 
negative side. It is further unclear what the electrophoretic conditions, e.g. voltage, current, etc., are. This could 
induce various electrochemical reactions in the electrophoresis. The examiner therefore requests an experimental 
showing that the Sole patents do not inherently meet the limitations of paragraphs b. and c. of the instant claims.. 
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
